A few weeks before his death. Hen­ 
ry R utherford was a party to a deal 
In which fifty feet of the Sycamore 
frontage of th e Czarske property was 
purchased from L. D. M ercereau. The 
lot has a depth of 125 feet and owners 
of frontage on Fourth co-operated in 
the purchase, adding fifty feet to the 
depth of their lots.

Consul Frost said the sea was mod­ 
erately rough at the tim e of the a t­ 
tack and th at the lifeboats w ith the 
Eavestone’s crew, living 
and 
dead, 
drifted about for several hours before 
a Danish steam er finally sighted them 
and brought them into i>ort. 
Diver Open* Fire 
Frost’s report was received by tele­ 
graph from Queenstown. 
He declared 
the Germ an subm arine opened fire on 
the Eavestone from 
a 
distance 
of 
three thousand yards 
and 
that lier 
projectiles struck the vessel repeated­ 
ly. 
When boats were lowered Frost 
declared, the G erm ans’ 
guns

turned on these, containing survivors 
of the sinking Eavestone. 
"Three shrapnel shells struck the 
Eavestone’s open boats, killing the 
master, stew ard and three sailors, in­ 
cluding Richard W allace, the A m eri­ 
can,’’ the report continued.

Mr. I. Polham us, of L o s Angeles, 
who is serving on the advisory board, 
In speaking of the proposed specifica­ 
tions, stated th at he thought a special 
inducement should be given the con­ 
tractor to stim ulate rapid building on 
.the foundation work. 
It w as brought 
out In the discussion th a t in dumping 
the rock for th e constru ction of the 
"blanket," speed 
is im perative. 
The 
foundation is m ade 
of 
huge 
rock 
Which very soon after being 
put 
in 
place in the "b lan k et,” m ust be pro­ 
tected by the "c o re ” or inside of the 
Jetty wall, to p reven t the scouring of 
the sand-drift a t the base. 
Capt. Leeds stated that in addition 
to requiring a m inim um of about 5000 
tons per m onth, a bonus 
would

givan in excess of that am ount which

U. S. AID FOR WHITE 
SLAVE VICTIMS MAY 
BE GIVEN TO STATES 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 7.—A resolu­ 
tion by which the fight against tuber­ 
culosis would be made thoroughly na­ 
tional, with indigent sufferers 
from 
the white plague maintained jointly 
by the states of their residence and 
by the federal government, is before 
Congress. 
Representative Hilliard of Colorado, 
a student of tuberculosis and methods 
of fighting it, sponsored the bill. 
It 
provides for immediate designation of 
hospitals and hospitals and sanitoria 
already established, for the treatment 
of the white plague. 
To these would 
be consigned cases of consumption. 
Provision is made for the treatment 
of indigent 
tubercular 
cases. 
The 
government would pay f>0 cents a day 
each for such patient and the state in 
which the patients reside would pay 
a day.
